LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Nov. 27 
(AP)—The powerful 54-member 
political committee of the United 
Nations Assembly voted today to 
initiate a complete world-wide 
troop inventory, including all 
forces on home soil as well as 
those abroad. 

Russia objected vigorously to 
broadening the inquiry to em- 


brace domestic troéps and _ in- 
sisted that this question should 
come up only in connection with 
forthcoming disarmament talks. 

The committee rejected for the 
present a Russian attempt to ob- 
tain figures on all secret arms 
such as atomic bombs and jet- 
propelled weapons. 

The committee approved a Unit- 
ed States amendment which killed 
ea British proposal for “on-the- 
spot” verification of troop data 
by a U.N. inspection unit. 

The proposal by Britain to iIn- 
clude home troops carried by 40 
to 10. 

The committee refused to con- 
sider at this time an Egyptian pro- 
posal that all U.N. members be 
asked to withdraw their troops 
from the territory of other U.N. 
gnembera, 

Procedure Argument. 

The committee becamé igvolved 
in a running argument when the 
chairman, Dmitri Manuilsky, for- 
eign minister of the Soviet 
Ukraine, made a second attempt 
to bring up the Soviet proposals 
to get information on armaments. 

Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov earlie@r had interrupted 
the vote, seeking to amend British 
proposals for data on home troops 
by inserting the words “and 
armaments at their disposal in 
home territory.” The committee 
voted 24 to 18 against acting on 
the Soviet amendment at that 
stage. 

Senator Tom Connally of the} 
United States took the position 
that Russia’s move was out of 
order, but declared: 

“I have no objection to a full 
disclosure on arms when we reach 
the disarmament stage.” 

Britain also objected that the 
Soviet amendment was out of 
order at this point, and a long ex- 
change ensued between the Rus- 
si British and American dele- 
®ates.

TUMBLING FROM 
RECORD LEVELS 


Economists Think That Sharp 
Drop Is ‘Terrific Deflation 
—and a Real One.’ 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
Fur coat prices are tumbling rap- 
idly from the highest levels in his- 
tory. Minks can be had at prices 
which represent “savings” of 
thousands of dollars, and Perisan 
lambg, beavers and Alaska seals 
are off hundreds, 

It all began a month or more 
ago when consumers began to 


balk at paying peak prices for 
luxury furs, 

“Retail markdowns today 
amount to about one-third of orig- 
inal prices,” ong industry spokes- 
man said. 

One lone survivor—mouton— 
continues not only to hold its own, 
as to price, but has been edging 
upwards since the removal of 
price control. In contrast, an 
Alaska seal that sold for $950 
wholesale in mid-September, can 
be replaced today for $600 to $650. 
Recent New York retail adver- 
tisements offered an $8000 natural 
wild mink for $4949, and of two 
$5500 coats, one was marked down 
to $3489 and the other to $3150. 
As to why the consumer stopped 
buying furs at September peak 
prices, industry spokesmen have 
varied explanations. Some say it 
is a temporary slump due to un- 
seasonably warm weather; others 
state that the drop in sales came 
as a direct result of the Septem- 
ber break in the stock market. 
Economists are inclined to agree 
with a third group which de- 
scribes the current fur situation 
as “a _ terrific deflation—and a 
rea: one.” 


REMMERS SEEKS 
$31,000 ADDITIONAL 
AS GAST TRUSTEE 


A striking success story was re- 
lated today by Oliver T. Remmers, 
attorney, in support of his request 
for an additional $31,000 as com- 


pensation for nearly six years’ 
service as trustee of Gast Brew- 
ery, Inc., 851 Hornsby avenue. The 
request was taken under advise- 
ment by United States District 
Judge Rubey M, Hulen, 


Remmers, who succeeded the 
late John Schmoll as trustee, al- 
ready has received sums aggregat- 
ing $9000. 

When he took charge in 1940, 
Remmers informed Judge Hulen, 
the firm had only $291 cash on

Intervening Petition Says 
Carrying Out of Plan 
Would Damage Alton 
and Missouri Pacific 
Lines in State. 


The State of Illinois inter- 
vened this afternoon in opposi- 
tion to the pending application 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railroad to enter St. Louis. 
Its intervening petition, filed 


by Assistant Attorney-General 
William C. Wines, declared that 
the details of the proposed plan, 
and the results of the traffic 
changes, would damage many 
Illinois communities and thous- 
ands of individuals. 

This damage and loss would 
come, the petition stated (1) 
through diminution of traffic on 
three branch lines of the present 
Alton Railroad, which is involved 
in the deal between the Santa 
Fe, Chicago, Burlington & Quin- 
cy; and Gulf, Mobile & Ohio rail- 
roads, and would eventually cause 
the lines to be abandoned; and 
(2) by diminution of traffic on 
the Missouri Pacific’s Illinois line 
between East St, Louis and 
Thebes. 

The Alton Railroad lines re- 
ferred to in the intervening peti- 
tion are those from Roodhouse to 
Godfrey, Roodhouse to Springfield 
and Roodhouse to Bloomington. 
Towns located on these lines in- 
clude Jacksonville, Petersburg, 
Jerseyville and White Hall. Ches- 
ter is the largest town on the 
Missouri Pacific’s 128-mile Illinois 
line. 

Y. D. Lott, general attorney for 
the G.M.&O., which has nearly 
completed acquisition of the Alton, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that there was nothing in the 
Santa Fe proposal which would 
call for abandonment of service 
over any lines in Illinois. 
Traffic Adequacy Testimony. 
Earlier today, continuing the 
protest of certain St. Louis rail- 
roads against the Santa Fe pro- 
posal, William F. Kirk, assistant 
general manager of the Méssouri 
Pacific, testified that even. under 
the heaviest strain of wartime de- 
mands, the railroads linking St. 
Louis with the West and South- 
west never reached their traffic 
capacity, 

Kirk served from Feb. 1, 1943, 
to Nov. 1, 1945, as co-ordinator of 
rail traffic for the Office of De- 
fense Transportation, west of the 
Mississippi. His duty was to ex- 
pedite war traffic and direct its 
movement so as to avoid conges- 
tion at gateways, 

Kirk said some transcontinental 
traffic originally scheduled for 
the St. Louis gateway was re- 
routed, but that this was not be- 
cause of any inadequacy of facil- 
ities of western lines, but because 
the eastern and southeastern lines 
could not handle it readily. 
“The terminal situation in St. 
Louis was somewhat shaken in 
wartime by labor shortages,” he 
testified, “and this is still felt, 
but it affects all roads equally.” 
He conceded that the Santa Fe, 
had a present advantage in hav- 
ing a larger installation of diesel 
locomotives than other lines, This 
was granted by the Government, 
he said, to avoid the necessity of 
hauling tanks of water for use 
in the Arizona desert. Other lines 
are now getting their share of 
diese] power, and this matter will 
soon be equalized, Kirk said. 

Scheduled Trains to West. 
Kirk estimated that the lines 
between St. Louis and Kansas City 
had a capacity of 25 to 40 per cent 
greater than the peak demands of 
war traffic. Present service, he 
said, provides 58 regularly sched- 
uled freight trains daily in each 
direction, to and from the West 
and Southwest; many of these run 
in more than one section. Freight 
train arrivals at and departures 
from East St. Louis are 115 daily 
each way, he said, some of these 
also having more than one sec- 
tion.

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
A partly dimmed-out nation felt 


the growing impact of its second 
major coal stoppage within a year 


today as unemployment in related 
industries hit. 80,000. There 
were indications more than 200,- 
000 workers in addition to 400,000 
miners, would be idle by next 


week, 

All phases of life felt the effects 
of the soft coal walkout. Schools 
from Denver to Philadelphia closed 
heatless buildings; 80,000 steel, 


out of work; 60,000 citizens in 
Provo, Utah, pleaded for coal to 
warm their houses, and 21 states 
observed brownouts more drastic 
than those imposed in wartime, 
Worst to Come. 

There were predictions of worse 
things to come if the bituminous 
miners continue their walkout, 
now in its seventh day. 
Irving S, Olds, chairman of the 
board of United States Steel 
Corp., the country’s leading steel 
producer, said last night coal 
stocks in company plants are al- 
most non-existent and operations 
“already materially reduced, will 
soon come to a virtual standstill.” 
The Iron Age, national metal- 
working paper, estimated that the 
first week of the coal strike had 
cost American industry more than 
400,000 tons of steel. It said that 
operations had dropped to 68 per 
cent of capacity. It estimated that 
within two weeks fabricating op- 
erations would be cut to 50 per 
cent, with many plants closed 
within a month if the strike con- 
tinues. 
George T. Christopher, president 
of Packard Motor Car Co., said, 
“for every day the coal strike 
lasts, the increase in automobile 
production will be set back two 
days. We have 13 days supply of 
coal at Packard. If no more ar- 
rives, we’re through in two weeks. 
But our steel shortage may shut 
us down first, because we have 
less steel than coal.” 
Lee R. Girton, Sioux Falls, S. D., 
president of the American Retail 
Coal Association, said a spot check 
showed that coal] dealer: in the 
nation had an average of two 
weeks’ supply of coal on hand, 
compared to a normal supply of 
30 to 90 days. 

Widespread Layoffs. 
In Atlanta, Ga., the manager of 
the Chamber of Commerce pre- 
dicted 40,000 persons there would 
be out of work within a week if 
the coal walkout continues, 
The Tri-State Industrial Associa- 
tion predicted 100,000 employes in 
its steel fabricating plants in 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
Ohio also would be idle within a 
week, In a month, the association 
said, all 200,000 workers would be 
out of work. 
New layoffs today included 
27,000 industrial workers at Toledo, 
O.; 1500 Norfolk and Western 


Continued on Page 6, Column 4.

Five Applications Filed 
for Federal Aid on 
Construction Within 


Next 7 Years. 


Five applications for a total of 
$15,209,000 in federal aid for air- 
port construction within the next 


seven years were filed by the city 
today at the regional office of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
in Kansas City. 

The sum is far in excess of the 
approximately $9,000,000 which it 
is estimated the entire state will 
be eligible to receive under the 
half-billion dollar program spon- 
sored by the CAA, 

Milton M. Kinsey, president of 
Board of Public Service and chair- 
man of the Mynicipal Airport 
Commission, said, however, that 
the agency had asked for a full 
statement of needs throughout the 
nation under present plans, and 
that there is a possibility an ad- 
ditional appropriation will be 
asked of Congress if need is 
shown, 

City’s Plans Cited. 

If the full amount sought in 
the city’s applications were grant- 
ed, the city would spend $20,204,- 
000 as its share of the projects, 
Kinsey said. This would be for 
the ultimate development planned 
for Lambert-St. Louis, Columbia 
Bottoms and Ross airports, and 
for proposed fields at Hampton 
and Columbia avenues and Weber 
and Morganford roads. 

The largest single request for 
federal funds was for Columbia 
Bottoms airport. Planned as a 
major field, it would have about 
4000 acres, on which would be 
installed six runways of about 


7000 feet each. Grading would

He said he would like to see 
Truman and Secretary of the In-

Senator Elmer Thomas (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, said the only way to 
avert crippling work stoppages in 
the coal, oil, steel and transporta- 
tion industries is to set up such 
a “special labor tribunal.” 

Basic Labor Code. 

Ball said Congress first would 
have to write the following into 
law, as part of a basic labor code: 

1. A definition of the jurisdiction 
of the courts, “clearly stating’ 
what issues they can consider. 

2. Definition of “proper issues” 
for collective bargaining. For ex- 
ample, he asked, are demands for 
a closed shop or for union repre- 
sentation on a company’s board 
of directors “proper issues?” 

3. Definition of a fair wage, fair 
working conditions, equitable aick 
leave, fair vacations, and fair. safe- 
ty regulations.

SHURTAGE Ir COAL 
STRIKELASTSLONG 


Agriculture Officials Say 
Scarcity Would Be Felt 
Most in Cities Remote 
From Farms. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
Food shortages may develop in 
major cities, Agriculture Depart- 
ment officials said today, if there 


is a prolonged coal strike. 

They told reporters they fore- 
saw no immediate disruption in 
processing and distributing sup- 
plies, Should the strike continue 


several weeks, shortages would 
become acute in many areas, par- 
ticularly in big cities distant from 
major producing sections. 

Drastic curtailment of rail ship- 
ments of livestock could bring on 
a meat shortage more severe, they 
safd, than that which developed 
before the lifting of price con- 
trols. While much livestock is 
moved to market by trucks, the 
latter might well be restricted for 
the lack of gasoline normally 
moved by coal-burning locomo- 
tives. 

Officials said the effects of the 
strike will be felt first and most 
sharply in transportation of Cit- 
rus fruits and fresh vegetables 
from Folrida, Texas and Califor- 
nia. 

Food Processing and Coal. 

Most of the nation’s food pro- 
cessing plants depend on coal. 
Hence, a prolonged shortage of 
fuel would force many plants to 
curtail operations, if not to close. 

Ia this category are dairy prod- 
ucts manufacturing plants, oilseed 
crushing plants, refrigeration 
plants for perishable products, 
sugar refineries, flour mills, and 
meat packing plants. 

Officials said milk production 
might be seriously affected in 
areas where dairies are dependent 
on feed shipped by rail. Much of 
the East depends on grains grown 
in the Midwest. 

They said a long stoppage of 
corn products plants would make 
an already bad shortage of food 
fats and oils considerably worse. 
They reported that some West 
Coast copra crushing plants al- 
ready have closed, and that plants 


for crushing soybeans, flaxseed 
and cottonseed face the same 
prospect.

The effect of the strike on food 
exports will depend, they said, on 
the length of the strike. They 
said rail movement of food to 
ports probably won't be hampered 
for a time. Shortages of coal for 
processing plants, or curtailment 
of electrical energy for such 
plants, may have more serious ef- 
fects on exports than transporta- 
tion difficulties. 

The strike will seriously curtail 
the production of farm machin- 
ery, fertilizers and insecticides 
needed next year if it lasts very 
long, officials said. 

It might also result in restric- 
tions on rail transportation of 
lumber—a development that could 
affect the supply of food contain- 
| ers. 

The tobacco industry might be 
affected, as coal is needed for re- 


co product manufacturing.

“As yet there is no emergency 
involving the smoke ordinance, 
any more than that involving the 
coal problem as a whole. We 
have up to date been able to sup- 
ply any urgent needs with legal 
fuel. We are daily not only 
watching the situation, but work- 
ing diligently to bring about an 
even distribution of what fuel 
there is. We will face any other 
problems as they arisé and not 
try to anticipate them in the light 
of the uncertainties existing. An 
immediate decision can be made, 
if and when needed.” 

Ford said surveys have shown 
that St. Louis householders have 
60 per cent of their season's coal 
needs in bins. In the present 
emergency those with a 10-day 
supply may not buy coal, and no 
one is permitted to buy more than 
two tons,

Man Speaks to Veniremen. 

A mild sensation was created in 
thethe courtroom in midafternoon 
when a middle-aged man was 
haled before Justice Goldsborough,

“that you were apprehended while 
trying to talk to some of the pro- 
spective jurors in the jury room 
about this case. What have you to 
say for yourself?” 

The man, who was carrying a 
brief case and sheaf of newspap- 
ers, flared up as he replied: “I re- 
sent that, your honor. I was 
merely on my way to the wash- 
room, and stopped to talk to one 
elderly gentleman, who turned out 
to be a veniremgn. All Wwe dis- 
cussed was the fine weather we're 
having.” 

The judge accepted this answer, 
gave the man a stern warning and 
ordered him out of the courtroom, 
ending the dramatic little side- 
show. 

Later the man identified him- 
self tu a Post-Dispatch correspand- 
ent as a New York attorney who 
was interested in the Lewis case 
“only as a public-spirited citizen.” 
In response to the reporter's 
questions, he said he had arrived 
in Washington Monday, gone to 
headquarters of the UMW here to 
offer his support, had spoken to 
some union officials there, but 
“they were careful not to talk 
this case lest it be construed as 
contempt of court,” 

He told the reporter that he 
had passed defense counsel Hop- 
kins a note at the morning Ses- 
sion, which read: “Good luck. If 
I can possibly be of assistance at 
any time, feel free to call on me 
in the interest of justice.” 

He said that Hopkins had not 
replied to the note. He also said 
that he had never met Hopkins or 
any other member of the defense 
counsel, and did not know Lewis. 
About an hour after he had sent 
the note to Hopkins, he related, a 
bailiff asked him his name and 
the hotel at which he was staying, 
and shortly after 2 p.m, he was 
taken into custody at his hotel 
room and ordered to appear be- 
fore the judge. 
Unquestionably John L, Wewis, 
for better or for worse, was the 
man of the hour—if not the man 
of the winter.

IDLE IN MINE STRIKE; 
BAR ON JOBLESS PAY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
United States Government agen- 
cles estimated today that perhaps 
60,000 veterans of World War II 


are among the 400,000 idle soft 
coal miners. 

Th most reliable information at 
the Veterans Administration is 
that few if any of these ex-service 
men will be able to draw the $20 
a week V.A. unemployment com- 
pensation.

And as a climax of class cruelty, the firing 
squads of the Red Army lined fourteen mayors or 
head men of peasant villages up against the wall 
and shot them to death, in the name of order, 
discipline and obedience. 

Thus, you see, my friends, there is assassination 
in Russia. 

There is the rumbling of revolution. 

There is wholesale execution of political op- 
ponents. 

And there is starvation. 

An Utopia without food is not so satisfying to 
the plundered or even to the plunderers. 

My friends, in this discourse I am not quoting 
in any place or in any particular from my own 
publications, lest you might think that their facts 
were influenced by my opinion. 

The truth is, however, that my opinion is de- 
termined entirely by the facts. 

I am quoting with care from the most conserva- 
tive and authoritative sources, and from sources 
entirely outside of my influences. 

I repeat that Russia is starving now, and has 
been starving. 

If you do not believe it, read the statement of 
Dr. Ewald Ammende in The New York Times as 


long ago as August fourth of last year. 

Dr. Ammende is a figure of importance. 

He speaks with authority. 

He is chairman of the International Committee 
for the Relief of Soviet Russia. 

He said that “in 1933 millions of people died 
in the Soviet Union because relief was not forth- 
coming in due time.” 

Dr. Ammende displayed photographs, issued 
officially, he declares, depicting the bodies of 
starved peasants lying in gutters and along side- 
walks. 

‘Last year,” said Dr. Ammende, ‘‘it was ad- 
mitted that the grain crop was fair. | 


‘Even then it is estimated that between five 
million and ten million people died of starvation.” 


I am using Dr. Ammende’s exact words. 

“This fall and winter,” continued Dr. Am- 
mende, ‘‘it will be at least as bad.”’ 

This means that five million or ten million 
more peasants will die of starvation. 

And all this is happening in proletarian Utopia. 

All these calamitous conditions exist as a direct 
consequence of this “‘noble experiment” of Com- 
munism, this optimistic adventure in government 
by the least executive element of the community, 
this so-called idealistic, proletarian despotism, 
which some lunatics in our country desire. us to 
imitate. 

Furthermore, all this suffering, starvation, and 
wholesale death are occurring in the midst of com- 
parative plenty. - 

Peter Khrisanfov, attache of the Washington 
Embassy of the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics, said recently: 

‘‘In-spite of the drought in some sections, the 
harvest (of 1934) is expected to compare favor- 
ably with the bumper crop of 1933.” 

Apparently then, 1933 had a bumper crop; and 
still five million to ten million peasants starved 
to death. 

“The harvest (of 1934) is expected to compare 
favorably with the bumper crop of 1933,” and still 
five to ten million peasants are expected to starve 
to death this winter. 

How is this possible? 

Mr. Kossior, well known member of the Mos- 
cow Politbureau, gives an inkling of the explana- 
tion in a statement before the plenum of the 
executive committee of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Ukraine. 

“We know by experience,” stated Mr. Kossior, 
as reported in the official organ of the Soviet gov- 
ernment, the Izvestia, “‘that the question is not 
only how large the crop is but how much grain 
we shall succeed in collecting. 

“That,” says Mr. Kossior, “is decisive. And 
how much we collect depends on us,” concludes 
Mr. Kossior emphatically. 

Dr. Ammende also explains. 

Says Dr. Ammende, and I] am quoting him 
verbatim: 

‘‘All available forces are now mobilized with 
the object of depriving the producer of his grain— 
strictly according to the plan drawn up by the 
Kremlin months ago. 

“The very existence of the population of the 
industrial districts, the feeding of the populations 
of the big towns, of the members of the Commu- 
nist Party, of the Red Army, as well as the main- 
tenance of the grain export—the chief source of 
the Soviet government for getting much needed 
foreign exchange—depend entirely upon the suc-~ 
cess of the harvest campaign.”’ | 

By what method is this grain ravished from the 
Russian peasants, while they are left to starve? 

Harold Denny, Russian correspondent of The 
New York Times, declares that there is going on 
in connection with this year’s campaign of spolia- 
tion, a struggle “of a nature and intensity prob- 
ably never before seen in the world.” 

He further remarks that this harvesting cam- 
paign is being carried through by the Soviet 
authorities “like a military offensive.” 

Doctor Ammende declares in support of these 
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statements that “‘the tragic import” is that the 
individual peasants, after they have delivered the 
grain, ‘“will not keep sufficient to guarantee their 
existence until the coming winter.” 


There is ‘the answer. 

That is the reason why five million to ten 
million Russian farmers die of starvation each 
year. 

They die so that Communism and the Com- 
munists may be supported, so that the Red Army 
may be maintained, so that the tyranny of the 
proletariat—the_ rule of the least capable, the 
least successful and apparently the least humani- 
tarian element of the community—may be con- 
tinued. 

And who is expected to maintain the iron des- 
potism of the proletariat? 

Who is expected to continue the murderous 
oppression by the Blood Red Army? 

Who is expected to see to it that Russia gets 
the “much needed foreign exchange”’ to keep her 
hideous tyranny, her monstrous and monumental 
governmental failure going? 

Why, of course, we citizens of America; we 
despised American bourgeois, we American farm- 
ers—brothers of the skeletons on the Russian 
sidewalks and in the gutters; we contemptible and 
discreditable American capitalists; we misguided 
and mistaken supporters of a free republic. 

We stupid and ignorant believers in liberty and 
democracy—we are supposed to contribute to 
the maintenance of the mos! al and bloody 
despotism that ever disgrace: | defiled God’s 
earth. 

More people dead by famine in Russia in two 
years than died in the whole five years’ slaughter 
of the World War, and we are supposed to come 
to the rescue of the Kremlin, this charnel house 
built of bones and cemented with innocent blood. 

We are supposed to rescue this vile and vicious 
system of robbery and murder, so that these 
Communists can in return proselyte in our. coun- 
try to the end that we be robbed and murdered 
also. | 

We, to our own undoing, are supposed to save 
the Soviets from the righteous resentment of their 
own oppressed people. 

How are we going to save the Soviets? 

Dr. Ammende points the way. 

We must come to their aid with our grain sur- 
pluses. 

“Economists,” says Dr. Ammende, and I quote 
him verbatim, “have been wondering how to dis- 
pose of these surpluses which contribute to the 
distress of your own agriculturists, and this seems 
to be a logical reply.” 

Dr. Ammende then declared that the most 
tragic feature of the 1933 famine was the fact that 
while “millions of human beings were dying of 
hunger in the Ukraine” and other sections of the 


country, some seventy million bushels of grain— - 


exactly 68,893,323 bushels, according to our United 
States Department of Commerce—were exported 
by the Soviets to acquire foreign money. | 

*“There is no doubt whatever,’’ said Dr. 
Ammende, “‘that the grain which was exported 
would have saved the lives of a few million human 
beings.” 

Just a few million, says Dr. Ammende lightly; 
but, continues he sadly: 

‘‘Their lives were not saved. 


“It is for me,” say# Dr. Ammende, ‘‘a great 


satisfaction to note that the leaders of the churches 
and the religious organizations in the United 
States shared the opinion that the question of re- 
lief for the starving people of the Soviet Union 
must be dealt with independently of the political 
considerations as a purely humanitarian problem.” 

How can we regard the question “independ- 
ently of the political considerations’’? 

How can we give aid and comfort to a gang of 
criminal Communists who are robbing and mur- 
dering harmless farmers“to acquire foreign 
money” in order to support the government of 
the proletariat, and to maintain the Red Army 
which keeps the proletariat in power? 

No wonder Lenin said: 


/ 


‘‘The dictatorship of the proletariat is nothing 
else than power based upon force and limited by 
nothing—by no kind of law and by absolutely no ~ 
rule.” 

No wonder the Congress of the Komintern of 
the Communists’ Internationale declared: 

‘‘We proclaim openly that our design can only 
be realized by the violent overthrow of the entire

And then comes Stalin, in a public address to 
American Communists, and says:

‘‘For that end we must work in order to forge 
real revolutionary cadres and a real revolutionary 
leadership of the proletariat, capable of leading 
the many millions of the American working class 
toward the revolutionary class struggles.”

Do our competent business men, who have built 
the wealth of this nation, want to be plundered 
and driven out of business by a thriftless and 
shiftless crew of organized incompetents? 

Do our orderly political leaders want to be re- 
placed by arevolutionary band of ruthless assassins? 

Does anybody want the bloody despotism of 
Communism in our free America except a few 
incurable malcontents, a few¥sap-headed college 
boys and a few unbalanced college professors, whe 
teach the young and inexperienced that the rob- 
bery and rapine of Communism is—God save the 
mark—ideology? 

Of course the Soviets will say that Mr. Harold 
Denny, Russian correspondent of The New York 
Times, lies; that Dr. Ewald Ammende, honorary 
secretary of the International Aid Committee for 
the Starvation Districts of Soviet Russia, lies; 
that Cardinal Innitzer, who is president of the 
committee, lies; that Dr. Ammende’s official pho- 
tographs lie; that the Izvestia, official organ of the 
Soviet government, lies; that Mr. Kossior, well 
known member of the Moscow Politbureau, lies; 
that everybody lies; that there is no famine in 
Russia, no oppression in Russia, no murder in 
Russia; that there is nothing in Russia but. peace 
and prosperity, and harmony and contentment— 
nothing but brotherly love and tender solicitude 
for the welfare of all. 

But in spite of the utter lack of liberty in Russia 
in spite of the total suppression of free speech, in 
spite of the utter abolition of free publication, in 
spite of military censorship, in spite of universal 
terrorism—the truth is slowly leaking out of 
Russia. 

And the truth is that revolution is rife, starva- 
tion stalks starkly across the land, executions are — 
commonplaces, murder a routine of government; 
and that the national colors of Communism are 
daily dipped in the blood of subject classes to 
keep them bright. 

The truth is that government by the prole- 
tariat, government by the least capable and the 
least conscientious element of the community— 
government by the mob, government by ignor- 
ance and avarice—government by tyranny and 
terrorism—despotism “‘limited by nothing, by no 
kind of law and by absolutely no rule’’—is the 
fearful failure that it needs must be and definitely 
deserves to be. 

[ thought, my friends, that you might like to 
know the plain, uncensored truth. 

I am glad that this free country of ours permits 
me to tell it to you.

There is no such thing as a man 


st\in private business, as ‘he is known 


in the United States, and there is 
not likely to be any. 

There is no such thing as a 
privately-owned public utilit y. 
They belong to the people and are 
operated by the state at cheap 
rates. 

This means the state operates 
all. railways, busses, streetcars, 
gas and electricity plants, tele- 
phones and water works. 

One of the great aims of the 
Soviets is. to bring electricity to 
every family, whether it lives ina 
village in the Arctic waste or ina 
cabin in the high Pamirs, The 
war greatly disrupted the work, 
but thousands upon thousands of 
villages do have electricity. All 
towns and cities have it at vary- 
ing rates, all very low. A family 
with a two-room apartment pays 
about $1.50 for a month’s service. 
Bills are sent out monthly and 
are paid at special offices. 

Electricity was rationed during 
the war and is still rationed. If a 
Russian goes over his limit he has 
to pay a fine, which is roughly 
double his bill. 

Gas and Water Rates, 

Soviet citizens have both manu- 
factured and natural gas—both 
very cheap. A family pays about 
$1 to $1.50 a month for the service. 

Water is one of the cheapest 
items in the country. A family 
with a two-room apartment pays 
about 50 cents to $1 at most for 
a month’s supply. All apartments 
and houses in cities have water. 
Thousands of towns have it, but in 
villages it. comes from wells and 
springs. 

A telephone costs about 80 cents 
monthly for private service. Large 
numbers of people do not have 
private phones, and the usual case 
is for several families to share 
one phone, They aplit the cost. 

There is a long-distance service 
and a radio telephone which ex- 
tends to distant areas of the U.S.

War damage to household equip- 
ment was estimated at $660,000,-

were completely destroyed. During 
the occupation years the Germans 
inflated Dutch currency by 550 
per cent with a backing of reichs- 
marks, now valueless, Holland's 
public debt was multiplied six and 
one-half times.

New Currency Issued.

Holland froze all its currency, 
called in the old and issued new.

Are Big Boys Slipping? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The leading article on page 1 of your 
editorial section last Sunday aims to 
prove that the war has accelerated the 
trend toward concentration of economic 
power. Perhaps this is true (I sincerely 
hope not), but the figures cited by your 
Washington correspondent certainly do 
not prove it, 

They show that, in 1939, the 250 larg- 
est manufacturing corporations had 25,9 
billions of capital assets, while in 10945 
they had 385 billions. At first glance, 
this seems to support your thesis, but 
when we compare th figures with 
the total usable assets of ALL manu- 
facturing concerns, which rose from 40 
billions to 60 billions during the same 
period of time, we find that in 1939 the 
250 largest concerns had 64.7 per cent of 
the total resources, whereas in 1945 they 
had 64.1 per cent or 6 per cent less. 

On the basis of these percentages, 
which roughly reflect the relative 
strength of big business to small busi- 
ness, the big boys are not even holding 
their own. 

I cannot see that the greater volume 
of war contracts given to a small num- 
ber of very large concerns proves that 
there has been an increase in their eco- 
nomic power. The question is, do they 
control a greater percentage of manufac- 
turing facilities today than they did in 
1939” Wo figures in your article indi- 
cate that they do. 

Incidentally, the chart which accom- 
panies the article raises more questions 
than it answers, particularly as its fig- 
ures are in millions of dollars while the 
text speaks only in terms of billions.

To Missouri Sportsmen 


Next year Missouri fishing licenses will be in- 
creased from $1 to $1.50, hunting permits from 
$2 to $2.50, and the county hunting, fishing and 
trapping license from $1 to $2. These increases 
seem reasonable enough, consideringathe gen- 
eral increase in costs, wages and prices, but 
Director Bode of the Missouri Conservation 
Commission has deemed it necessary to make a 
rather elaborate explanation for the hikes. 

Perhaps the reason he does so is that, even 
at the old rates, many sportsmen have raised a 
great hue and cry about what was being done 
with the money. The information, of course, is 
available at all times from the Commission’s 
records. But let there be a bad quail season, 
or let a hunter even have a few days of bad 
hunting, and the complaint is raised that the 
hunter is getting nothing for his money. 

Some of the meathounds, not understanding 
the long-range program of fundamentals inaugu- 
rated by the Commission, openly say that the 
comparative pittances they pay for hunting and 
fishing licenses should be used to stock the 
fields and woods with quail and the streams with 
fish. Experience shows amply that to release a 
lot of artificially-raised quail does no permanent 
good. The same is true for raising fish to be 
poured into streams not fit to sustain them. 

The only way to lay a sound basis for abun- 
dant wildlife is to establish conditions in marsh, 
uplands and streams whereby waterfowl, quail, 
game of other kinds and fish can live, breed and 
thrive naturally. That is what the Conservation 
Commission is trying to do, but it is not a job 
that can produce quick and dramatic results. 
Its test will come over the years. 

Meantime, in discussing the new hunting and 
fishing fees, Mr. Bode reminds sportsmen that a 
single box of shotgun shells costs about $1.30, 
nearly 50 per cent above prewar prices, If it 
can be bought, a good gun costs $25 to $50 
more. “Boats,” he says, “have nearly .doubled 
in price, boat rentals are up 30 per cent, and 
the meals which sportsmen must buy away from 
home have increased 25 per cent or more.” He 
adds that one day's boat hire or guide service 
for a single day costs more than a fishing per- 
mit good for the entire year. 

It is passing strange that a sportsman who will 
spend $25, $50 or more for a single hunting trip 
will growl because he has had to pay the huge 
sum of $2 to hunt for an entire year. The value 
of the game he takes in a single day, simply as 
meat, may be worth much more than that. 

If any sportsman wishes to know what the 
Conservation Commission is doing with its 
money, and why it needs an increase, he can find 
out from the Commission's public statements. 
But if he expects to find a covey in every thicket, 
or a two-pound small-mouthed bass in every deep 
hole in 1947 for his extra 50 cents, he had better 
take up badminton, 
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A Universal Question 

Cardinal Spellman of New York came out to 
Chicago to talk at a housing conference. He 
decided he might just as well be blunt about it. 
So he said that no nation which cannot solve 
for its own people a problem “as primary and 
fundamental as housing can demonstrate to other 
nations the logic of its democratic way of life 
or of its right to leadership.”

If we cannot make democracy work at 
home, what chance then have we of demon- 
strating the superiority of democracy to 
others? 

The Cardinal didn't need to answer his ques- 
tion. Both the question and the unmistakable 
answer are on the tongues of a good many mil- 
lion Americans right now. 
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Folklore of Forgetfulness 

A committee of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce wants to repeal wartime excises, cut 
capital gains levies 50 per cent, reduce corpora- 
tion income taxes sharply, moderate controls on 
securities transactions and throw off restraints 
on installment buying. .Its plea is, of course, for 
incentives to produce. Adequate incentives are 
indispensable. However, profits are high now, 
whereas the Government is deep in the red. 
Furthermore, the exceptionally handsome busi- 
ness incentives of the 1920s did not prevent what 
happened in the end. 

The committee attacks RFC lending. Yet RFC, 
a child of Herbert Hoover, was once idolized be- 
cause it shored up private enterprise. Question- 
able though some of its acts have been, its pur- 
pose is still to provide working funds for worth- 
while profit-seeking enterprises whose needs are 
not served by private bankers. Does the USCC 
mean to bury RFC, or only to put it on ice until 
old established USCC members need help again? 

Finally, the committee wants drastically re- 
duced estate and gift taxes. Yet Harold M. 
Groves, a “sound” economist working under 
auspices of the intelligently conservative Com- 
mittee for Economic Development, writes that 
the Federal Government should actually obtain 
more revenue from these taxes because it ean 
be done without weakening production incen- 
tives. It is pleasant to leave an unimpaired for- 
tune, but it is also a means of limiting future 
economic expansion, 

The chamber is thus speaking from the An- 
drew Mellon folklore. 
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Unorthodox Scholars 

At their own request, Enrico Fermi and Harold 
C. Urey, Nobel prize winners and first-rank 
atomic scientists, are each teaching an elemen- 
tary class in the University of Chicago. Will 
university administrators please note? 

Too many American institutions operate on 
the made-in-Germany notion that teaching is 
many degrees inferior to research. A “coming 
man” can instruct graduate students, but his 
prestige and rank suffer if he shows interest in 
lower-classmen instead of escaping them at the 
first opportunity. The more a man acquires to 
teach, the less he can afford to teach it. What 
that Teutonic system does to the quality of un- 
dergraduate instruction is all too obvious. 

Fermi and Urey can afford to be unorthodox 
because their reputations lift them quite out of 
the ranks of academic climbers and also because 
their university is trying to put its undergradu- 
ate work on a par with its famed graduate school. 
A few, but too few, eminent scholars have done 
likewise. Each addition to their number makes 
life a little easier for obscure men and women

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everywhere who think great teaching should be 
a faculty's first ideal. Each addition gives stu- 
detits a better chance to receive what they pay 
for. May the tribe of Urey and Fermi increase. 
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Lesson in Conciliation 

John R. Steelman has completely refuted one 
preposterous criticism of the Toledo plan by 
labor leaders in St. Louis. They sought refuge 
in the proposition that local strike prevention 
would disrupt the work of the Federal Concilia- 
tion Service. Reconversion Director Steelman, 
former head of that service, has pinned them 
down. 

Some of the vested interests in our local 
unions have accused the press and Mayor Kauf- 
mann of virtually subverting the Conciliation 
Service in offering the Toledo idea. Here is 
what Mr. Steelman had to say about it, in an 
interview in Washington: 

.“Organizations’ using representatives of 
labor, management and the public to settle 
local industrial disputes, as the Toledo plan 
does, put responsibility where it properly 
belongs—on the local community. These 
organizations do not interfere with, rather 
they augment, the Federal Conciliation Serv- 
ice.” 

Mr. Steelman should know. He has settled 
more industrial disputes than any other man in 
this country. And he is worried by the idea of 
trotting off to Washington with labor problems. 
It has become a national handicap. It is a mark 
of local irresponsibility, 

Conciliation is, at bottom, the business of get- 
ting labor and management to know each other, 
understand mutual problems, learn mutual con- 
fidence. Maybe this can be applied, as with a 
conciliator's brush, from the outside, The prob- 
lem then is to make it stick. But Toledo showed 
how to create conciliation on a full-time basis, 
with a permanent body of labor, management 
and public representatives. And that was a com- 
munity effort. 

Mr. Steelman early recognized that confidence 
in bargaining is based on mutual trust. So he 
instructed his conciliators to live in the. com- 
munity where they operate. “We enabled them 
to learn about local conditions at first hand and 
build up valuable friendships in labor and man- 
agement groups which facilitated their official 
work.” 

So conciliators do occasionally, and in times 
of dire stress, what the Toledo plan does around 
the clock. It keeps the leaders of industry and 
management together... “Our plan takes the heat 
off,” as a Toledo CIO spokesman said. It takes 
the heat off the Conciliation Service, and off 
the community, 

Their single, solitary dependency on the Con- 
ciliation Service was the last comfortable refuge 
of shortsighted labor leaders in St. Louis. Mr. 
Steelman has flushed them out. 
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Rent Adjustment Is Coming 

With an eye to the November elections, the 
previous Congress twice refused to raise rent 
ceilings. Possibly for similar motives, the OPA 
now indicates that it intends no such move. In 
the circumstances, it is Congress's duty to accept 
responsibility. The new Congress obviously in- 
tends to do so. 

The danger is that, secure for two years in 
office, the new Congress might go too far. It 
is gratifying, therefore, that the Republican lead- 
ership opposes extreme counsels of decontrol. 
For, as so strate®ic a member as Chairman-to-be 
Wolcott of the House Banking Committee says: 
“If we lifted rent control completely, a small 
minority of unscrupulous landlords no doubt 
would gouge their tenants and there would be 
evictions, We saw some of that last summer 
when there was no rent control for a while.” 

In any event, landlords may confidently expect 
relief early in the next session. Naturally, ‘they 
meanwhile grow sorer under the delay, and no 
reasonable person can blame them. Odly, in 
turn, it cannot be taken as reasonable when some 
of them refuse to re-rent vacated apartments 
until they get what they want. That pct robs 
their own pockets and, far worse, it condemns 
veterans and others to unnecessary misery. 


Molotov’s Fabian Gesture 

Molotov proceeds brilliantly with his Fabian 
campaign of haggling over non-essentials, while 
delaying agreement on any point which would 
bring the world closer to a fair and firm peace. 

The device which Molotov is utilizing for his 
delaying tactics at the moment is a proposal that 
all nations list the number and disposition of 
their troops. Russia’s original proposal contem- 
plated disposition of troops in friendly countries 
only, but Molotov accepted an amendment of- 
fered by the United States to include troops in 
former enemy countries as well. 

But he makes the whole gesture meaningless 
by refusing a further amendment by the United 
States and Britain to include a census of troops 
at home as well as abroad. To retain the of- 
fensiye, however, he has given notice that Rus- 
sia will ask members of UN for full information 
on all types of arms, including rocket-powered 
weapons and the atomic bomb. 

This is all grist for Molotov’s mill. although 
no one knows better than he that the United 
States will preserve as complete secrecy as pos- 
sible on the atomic bomb until and unless Rus- 
sia agrees to a plan of international atomic con- 
trol in which ho nation will be permitted the 
right of veto. This Russia opposes. 

All talk of a troop census and disarmament at 
this stage of negotiations is an exercise in 
futility, As Walter Lippmann remarked yester- 
day, these things will be in order “only when 
we are in sight of a general political settlement 
in Europe, the Middle East and the Far East. 
Until then no one is going to disarm anyway, 
and we ought not: to disarm.” 

Peace, or at least a reliably demonstrated dis- 
position toward peace, must precede disarma- 
ment. Mr. Molotov might make a beginning by 
agreeing to the international policing of atomic 
energy installations and to modification of the 
veto clause of the UN Charter along the lines 
proposed last week by the United States and 
Britain.

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Thanksgiving 


Celebration of harvestegoes back to ancient pagan festivals, but 
first festivities in America were in 1621; the Pilgrims were hosts to 
Massasoyt’s Indians; feast became religious observance two years 
later; the Continental Congress set aside a day for Thanksgiving.

When ye have gathered in the fruit of the 
land, ye shall keep a feast unto the Lord— 
Leviticus. 


To solemnize the gathering of the harvest 
goes away back into antiquity. The ancient 
Greeks celebrated the feast of Demeter, god- 
dess of harvests, and the Romans paid. hom- 
age annually to Ceres, their harvest god- 
dess. Jewish holy-days still follow the Bibli- 
cal injunction to give thanks for the har- 
vest. 


When the Pilgrims settled in Holland, 
they found the Dutch celebrating annually 
a day for deliverance from the Spaniards, 
and the Pilgrims participated in the cele- 
brations. So it was natural for them, when 
they migrated to the New World, to cele- 
brate when they in turn had cause for 
thanks. 

The first winter in the Plymouth colony 
had been a hard one. How the survivors 
would fare in the second winter depended 
on the harvest from the seeds sown in the 
spring of 1621. Most of the Pilgrims had 
been artisans or tradesmen rather than 
farmers, and they were astounded as well 
as overjoyed to see what the seeds brought 
forth. And when the foliage disappeared 
and the snow came, it was easier to see 
and track the game. 


“That We Might Rejoyce” 


Here is a contemporary account of the 
festivities in 1621: 

“Our harvest being gotten in, our Gov- 
ernour sent foure men on fowling, that we 
might after a more special manner rejoyce 
together, after we had gathered the fruit 
of our labors. They foure in one day killed 
as much fowle, as with a little help beside, 
served our company almost a weeke, at 
which time, among other recreations, we 
exercised our Armes, many of the Indians 
coming among us, and among the rest their 
greatest King, Massasoyt, with some 90 men, 
whom for three days we entertained and 
feasted, 

“And they went out and killed five Deere, 
which they brought to the Plantation and 
bestowed on our Governour and upon the 
Captaine (Miles Standish) and others. And 
although it be not always so plentiful, as it 
was at this time with us, yet by the good- 
nesse of God we are so farre from want, 


that we often wish you partakers of our 
plenty.” 

The records fail to show religious festivi- 
ties in connection with the 1621 celebration, 
and it may be that the first actual Thanks- 
giving day as we know it today occurred on 
July, 30, 1623. ~.A drouth had been ended by 
rain, and a relief ship from England had 
been reported, and prayers were part of the 
celebration ordered for that day. 

The Massachusetts Bay Colony and then 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, and the Dutch 
in New Amsterdam began to celebrate 
Tkanksgiving day regularly, although not 
always annually. By 1680, the celebration 
in Massachusetts had become annual. 


Mr. Lincoln Set Precedent 


For the new nation the Continental Con- 
gress set aside days for Thanksgiving, as 
did President Washington in 1789 for the 
beginning of the new Government. In 1817 
New York ordered an annual Thanksgiving 
day celebration, and gradually the other 
states followed suit. For a time the South 
regarded it as primarily a Northern cele- 
bration, but began to come along several 
years prior to the Civil War. 

The Presidents’ annual Thanksgiving day 
proclamations technically had force only 
in the District of Columbia and the terri- 
tories and possessions. Abraham Lincoln 
set the precedent for the last Thursday in 
November, Then, in 1939, President Roose- 
velt, on pleas from merchants for thrée in- 
stead of four weeks for Christmas shopping, 
proclaimed Nov. 23 (the fourth Thursday) 
instead of Nov. 30. 

The outcry was terrific, especially in 
New England where Thanksgiving rivals, 
if it does not surpass, Christmas as a day 
for family reunions, . Twenty-two asatates, 
including the five largest ones, accepted the 
new date; 23, including all five New Eng- 
land states, stuck by the last Thursday; 
three used both days. 

There was confusion tn railroad holiday 
schedules and in the homecomings of fam 
ilies spread over several states. In 1941 the 
President announced that he would revert 
in 1942 to tradition; on Dec. 26, 1941, he 
signed the resolution of Congress formally 
setting aside the fourth (not the last) 
Thursday in November as Thanksgiving 
day. 


Business Speaks for Public Housing 


From St. Louis Commerce 


The local press and other civic-minded 
agencies and individuals have given Mayor 
A. P. Kaufmann the applause he so de- 
serves for his vigorous leadership to obtain 
favorable action in the State Legislature 
exempting public -housing projects from 
taxation. 

Twice defeated in attempts to secure pas- 
sage of the measure in the House after 
favorable action by the Senate, Mayor 
Kaufmann announces that a third and even 
stronger effort will be made to open the 
way for federal aid for public housing in 
St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph. 

In recognition of the vital need in St. 
Louis for additional housing and slum 
clearance, the Executive Committee of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce long ago 
went on record tn favor of the bill which 


would exempt such public housing projects 
from taxation, and thus permit the federal 
aid without which the work cannot be ac- 
complished 

Ironically, absenteeism on the part of leg- 
islators from the three cities interested in 
the bill's passage was sufficient to account 
for defeat of the bill on both occasions 
upon which the issue came up for vote. 

As a city, St. Louis needs the housing 
which such projects would provide. As a 
group and as individuals, the people of St. 
Louis need it. As legislators and as citi- 
zens, it is surely the responsibility of all the 
state representatives from St, Louis, Kan- 
sas City and St. Joseph to be present when 
the public housing bill comes up again for 
vote, and to lend their full support to its 
passage 
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IN ADAM'S FALL, by Constance W. Dodge. (Macrae. 

Smith Co., Philadelphia.) 

Damaris Horn, heroine of “In Adam's 
Fall,” was obsessed by her love for Miles 
Gascoyne, a_ free-thinking ne’er-do-well 
among the rigidly righteous of early Sa- 
lem, and by her hatred of her grandmother, 
Deliverance. Twenty-five years older than 
she, Miles had been in love with her aunt, 
also named Damaris, and Deliverance, bitter- 
ly opposing the match, had crippled Miles 
and driven the first Damaris to suicide. 

Damaris, then 10, first escaped from her 
grandmother by leading her mother to 
marry Miles. Sent back by the authorities 
after — mother’s death, she escaped again 
by helping the famous’(or infamous) chil 
dren in instigating the Salem witch-hunt 
and successfully accusing her grandmother. 

For a while she found comparative peace 
with Miles. At his death, arrived at the 
ripe age of 18 she married Martin Black- 
leach, a neighbor, instead of Miles’s son, 
Roger, whom the law considered her broth- 
er. Martin insisted that she try to live 
down her part in the witching, and his bit- 
terness over her continued ostracism made 
her life a nightmare, Roger could truth- 
fully say, at the end, that the day of her 
death was the happiest day of her life. 

All this is told with an ease and vividness 
that sustain the interest and occasionally 
threaten to make it convincing. But in 
making plausible the undeniably authentic 
“afflicted children” that drove Salem to 
terror and hysteria, Mrs. Dodge is less suc- 
cessful than history, which can confess a 
problem unsolved where fiction cannot,

The contents of these books are good to 
reflect on the day before Thanksgiving. 
The first, a collection of writings from 
Genesis and “The Green Pastures” (celes- 
tial fish fry) to Steinbeck and Bemelmansa, 
has a generous fare of extracts which will 
sharpen appetites for tomorrow. 

From George F. Willison’s “Saints and 
Strangers” appears a description of that 
first Thanksgiving feast, after Capt. Stand- 
ish’s military review and games of asakill 
and chance, without ao much as a mention 
of turkey, But there was enough else: veni- 
son, roast duck, roast goose, clams and 
other shellfish, succulent eels, white bread, 
corn bread, leeks and watercress and other 
“sallet herbes,” with wild plums and dried 
berries as dessert—all washed down with 
wine, made of the wild grape, both white 
and red, which the Pilgrims praised as 
“very sweet and strong.” 

Another selection appropriate to the sea- 
son, is Della T. Lutea’sa mouthwatering aec- 
count of Thanksgiving preparations in 
rural Michigan toward the end of the laat 
century, taken from “The Country Kitchen” 
(her mother always stuffed her meats at 
least 24 hours before roasting). Still another 
is Thomas Wolfe's recollection of North 
Carolina feasting in his youth, as told about 
his character, Eugene Gant, in “Look 
Homeward, Angel” (Eliza baked for weeks 
in advance and Eugene himself stuffed the 
honored fowls with shelled corn). 

As early as page 8 Haydn Pearson's 
cookbook gets down to the business of how 
to fix the turkey. His instructions in- 
clude covering the top and sides of the 
bird with cheesecloth moistened in fat. A 
special charm of his book is the credit he 
gives in his recipes—corn chowder, Grand- 
mother Sanborn’s style; sister Mildred’s 
chop suey; Aunt Minnie’s plain cake; In- 
dian Pudding, Mother Pearson's way, etc. 

Pictures of country life in all the s®a- 
sons add to the pleasure of a book which 
is as genuinely American as the fried mush 
and dumplings it tells how to make

Farm Meeting 


A Simple Lesson in 


Soil Conservation 
By Leonard Hall 


DEAR LEONARD. 

W: have just returned—Mrs. Davis, Darry) 
Francis and I—from another week of soil 
conservation and balanced farming meet- 

ings, this time with bankers and farmers in 

western Tennessee. 
I wish you and Vir- 
ginia could have 
been with us. I 
have never seen a 
sharper contrast 
between the wrong 
way and the right 
way of handling 
hilly, sloping land 
than we saw as our 
motor party criss- 
crossed from Paris 
to Dyersburg’ to 
Jackson and then to 
Memphis, where 
eur biggest and best meeting was held on the 

Might of Nov. 8. 

You know we tried to get you out to one of 
these meetings when we were holding them in 
Arkansas. You couldn't come, so I want to tell 
you a little about them. These last “meetings 
were sponsored by the University of Tennessee, 
the Tennessee Bankers’ Association, and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of St. Louis, Each meeting 
covered six to eight counties, and all bankers 
within them were invited to come and bring 
leading farmers with them. The Reserve Bank 
furnished the dinner, 


cS 


THE OBJECT IS TO AROUSE the bankers to 
use their direct and indirect influence, which is 
very great, to promote the adoption by individual 
farmers of complete programs of land use that 
will conserve and restore the soil, and make the 
farm operation safer and more profitable. Jim 
Anderson, farm management specialist of the 
Tennessee ExtensiomService, and Darry] Francis, 
the farm economist on the Reserve Bank staff, 
were the main speakers. 

Jim Anderson used colored slides to illustrate 
he wrong way and the right way of handling 

land to arrest its destruction and build it 
aqgk- Then, with more slides he told a simple 
stadry of one tenant farmer who in 1937 had 
ight for $700. 90 acres of rolling land that 
been abandoned to weeds and bush after 
years of row cropping with cotton and corn had 
gullied and exhausted it. This land has now 
become a prosperous little farm unit, rich with 
legumes, permanent pastures and Jersey cows. 
More worn-out adjoining land has been added 
to the original unit and is being improved. It 
was, as ] said, a simple story, about the least 
common denominator of land restoration, but 
multiplied enough times it would mean a new 
era for the mid-south. 


i ee 
DARKYL FRANCIS THEN brought the lesson 


home to the bankers and farmers in clear dollar- 
and-cent figures, He took the case history of 
another West Tennessee farm which had been 
going fast along the row-cropping road to pov- 
erty and abandonment. For three years ending 
with 1939, the cash value of the products of the 
farm, at 1939 prices, had averaged $3700. Under 
a planned program which really got under way 
in 1940, lime and mineral! fertilizer has been ap- 
plied, and cotton has given way to winter grains, 
legumes, permanent pastures and livestock, This 
program, with some new farm buildings, cost 
$5200 during the years through 1945. In 1945, 
the cash value of the products, still figured at 
1939 prices, was $8000, and this year’s produc- 
tion will run about the same.

O pick up the paper these days 
Ti: to realize how many sugRes- 
tions are always made when- 
ever We find ourselves in a really 
difficult position! 

On one page -we see that a man 
from Texas thinks that he could 
supply the East with 50,000,000 
cubic feet of natural gas a day, 
beginning in about three weeks, 
Then there are ingenious sugges- 
tions for extricating the Govern- 
ment and John L. Lewis from 
their differences and making the 
coal-mine operators and Mr. Lewis 
undertake to solve their problems. 
If the Government urges this on 
Mr. Lewis and he accepts, it might 
prevent a great many coal cus- 
tomers from turning to other 
kinds of fuel, such as the natural 
gas suggested. Some day our sci- 
entific research on the peacetime 
use of atomic energy May make 
all of our present fuels obsolete, 
but in the meantime coal is still 
important, 

Next we see that one of our law- 
makers is suggesting that we out- 
law all strikes in basic industries 
and compel arbitration! That 
would be hard to swallow, for 
strikes have almost come to be 
considered one of the basic human 
rights. However, the people as a 
whole do not like to be made un- 
comfortable and the threat that 
the AFL and the CIO might com- 
bine in backing up Mr. Lewis, and 
thus practically paralyze the coun- 
try, has had a very sobering effect 
on a great many people. 

What I personally fear is that 
people who ordinarily keep their 
heads, are not vindictive, and do 
not swing too far either one way 
or the other, will through sheer 
annoyance at the discomfort 
heaped upon them do things which
